A German Colony. 3%

J. Wood Davidson, in tho Yorkville
Enquirer of last week, furnishes the fol-
lowing interesting details concerning a
German settlement below Columbia :

All of our readers, perhaps, are not
aware of the fact that we havo a eolony
of Gormans already located and at work
in Richland District. The colony: is as
yet a very small one, it is true, bat it is a
nueleus to which additions, to any dezirod
extent, cun be added. It is called Ger-
mantown, and is situated on the Waterce
river, twenty-five miles cast of Columbia,
and fifteen miles from the South Carolina
Railroad. It consists of four families of
Germans, and, at present, numbers nine-
teen persons, It is under the direction
and auspices of Mr. H. Leiding, of the
firm of Korrison & Leiding, of Charles-
ton. The Germans commenced opera-
tions the first of November last by build-
ing five dwellings—cottagos—with suita-
ble outhouges, digging two wells, and
clearing, for cultivation, over tiwo hun-
dred acresof land. They prefer to worl
uplands rather than tako the risk of bot-
toms. They have hired a fow negroes ;
and these make the ciicetive force—actu-
ally at work in the fields—twelve labor-
ers,

During November they sowed thirty
acres of wheat and twoenty acres of rye,
Since then they havo added eight acres of
Irish potatoes; three of sweet potatoes;
thirty of oats; seventy of corn; thirty-
fivo of cow-peas; and fifteen of cotton.
Besides this, there are two acres of gar-
den lots, with the vegetables of the Inti-
tude growing in them. Thoy work six
horses, The aggregate lands in cultiva-
tion is two bundred and thirteon acres—
nearly eighteen acres to each hand.

It 1s the purpose of Mr. Lieding to in-
crease this colony by immigration from
Germany ; and he is hopoful of the most
completo success.

We seo no reasen why there are not a
hundred such, or largor, colonies already
in South Carolina. If farmers and lund
owners will act with prompt and sl
protecting liberality, sneh colonies will
spring up rapidiy all over the State.

Mr, Lieding suggosts the following six
pointg as important for those desiring to
give substantial encouragement to theso
movements:

1. Get such labor as the country now
already has. If they succeed, they will
indoee others, their friends or relatives,
to immigrato from Europe.

2. Put up a comfortable little house in
a healthy locality for each family.

3. Turn over to the laborer fifty acres
of good land for cultivation ; and furnish
him with a mule, a cow, and a sow with

igs.

»

4, Furnish him with bacon, corn and
provender forsix or cight months.

5. Pay him 88 or $10 a month asa parl
of his carnings; and then interest him in
the nett proceeds, (after having deducted
his wages and his support.)

6. Give him a writton agroement, that
after ono yonr,and within five years, you
will sell him the house and land at a stip-
ulatod price.

Mr. Lieding, is, himself, a German by
birth, though a Confoderate by adoption
and service; and he speaks on the subject
with a more than usnal knowledze of
what the German imthigrants need and
desira to make them comfortable and

contented.

Thoere are several agencies that are
ready and anxious to furnish laborers or
families at reasonablo terms. W believa
about 820 a hand (87 for commission and
813 for transportation from New Xork to
Columbia) is about the sum necossary to
advance in order to sccure such labor.

Two lots of laborers have already ar-
rived at Newberry, nnder the auspices
of a Secicty thers, the like of which
thero should be in every other District in
South Oarolina.

Our friends may perceive that wo are
in oarnestin our advice te encourage im-
migration into our State. We cousider
it the only ehanes for her to recover from
ler present prostration. Bat, foremost
of all, we believo it is tho quickest way to
work out the manifest destiny that God
hay in storo for the demented Africans in
our midst.

Resolved 2nd, That we utterly repudiate
the doctrine of gualified Negro Suffrage
to which South Carolina was lately pled-
ged by what purported to be a gencral
Convention of the Democratic Party of
this State, as such a doctrine is the same
in principle as the Radical scheme of uni-
versal Negro Suffrage, and its logical re-
gults would only be a little less injurious,

Resolved 3rd, That while contending
that all political rights are only to be ex-
ercised by the white race, we are willing
to guarantee all just civil rights to the ne-

Ta.

g Resolved 4th, That the foregoing Reso-
lutions, in the opinion of this meeting,
embody the principles of the National
Democratic Party of the North, as decid-
edly expressed in the late elections, involv-
ing ihe question of Suffrage, and that these
Resolutions are intonded to put us in ac-
cord with that party.

These Reosolutions were seconded by
the Hon, G. D. Tillman, who made an el-
oquent and effective speech in favor of
them.

Mr. E. W. Seibels opposed the Resalu-
tions in a bold and strong speech.

Mr..Tillman replied, still warmly sup-
porting the Resolutions.

Ex-Gov. Bonham npheld and defended
the Resolutions i o manoer which told
very decidedly upon his hearers.

Gen. M. C. Butler closed the argument
in support of the Resolutions in a short
bnt very able and cloquent address.

After whiel, the Resolutions were sub-
mitted, one by one, to the meeting, and
all nnanimously adopted.

Thereupon, the fullowing Resolution
was offered by Gen. R. G. M. Dunnovant:
